In the public library biifldihg 
stands on a lofty pedeataf a marble 
portrait bust of Jack Lae. Who did 
it I don't know, but I fancy It muat 
have been our sculptor, Fritx Triebel. 

Often as 1 pass haHtily in and out 
of the library I find myself involun- 
tarily pausing before it. .Not that Jt 
is a particularly imposing creation or 
that it ppaseasea any arresting qual- 
ity of beauty or distinction. Portraitai 
in marble seldom do: 

But it is a rather good likeness, aa 
buch things go, giving a better idea 
than most of those busts of how the 
subject really looked. Indeed the ar- 
tist has limned quite startingly the 
patrician delioaoy of the featurea, the 
fine modeling of the brow and bead 
has even caught a little of the exalted 
look which to my youthful Imgaln- 
ation at least, always gave Jack Lee 
the appearance of a Sir Galahead. 

Whether to others he wore this 
look of poetic detachMBt •* not I 
cannot aay. But he w«i CHfidaly ro- 
mantically handaoma wtt^ regiiMr 
leaturea, flue dark eyes and a akin aa 
fair and fine as a girl's. There are 
doubtless official documents and au-

In appearance, manner and his old- 
feshioned, manly, square and straight 
forward methods of administering 
justice he was a typical "squirp" of 
the od achool. Reapaetad not only 
by the community whoaa lawa he en- 
forced but ' also by the Uwbreakers 
whose fate he decided, he held court 
for many years in the old City Hall 
l.uildinp which then shared with the 
now vanished central market bouse, 
the site at present occupied by our 
stately and alMablo munldgftl build- 
ing.
